THE BOY SCOUTS. 


William G. Shepherd contribute* a noteworthy article 


on teaching religion in the public schools in a current 
magazine. In his article, religion Is used In the broad- 
est sense. "What Mr. Shepherd has In mind is more a 
question of morals, and th$ ethical outlook on life, rath- 
er than devotion to creeds. 


The question of religious instruction along set linse 


has already been disposed of by tha Nebraska supreme 
court. 


There ara many pertinent points in Mr. Shepherd's 


article, however. He makes reference to a series ol 
testa, known as the True-False test in which the school 
child IB asked to outline bis or her \iews on a series of 
statements along ethical llnea. A great majority of tho 
boys and 
ment that 
made his wealth dishonestly. Others voiced the belief 
that it wan more honorable to have charge of an office 
than work at a trade and that stupidity was more sin- 
ful than deceit. In another examination, known as the 
Purchasing Test, conducted m one 
community, Mr. 


Shepherd says, sixty-four per cent ot the children who 
had been given a dime to be used at the school store 
or returned to the teacher, failed to return the dime, 
either to the teacher or to the store. 


In these teats, scores were kept, and it was found 


that one group of Boy Scouts scored highest with an 
average of 82.3 per cent for honesty and a high concep- 
tion of responsibility towards othora. A second group 
of boy Scouts organized foi only a short period, scored 
80.4. Two other groups from public schools came ne.xt, 
but ninth on the list was a group 
from the public 


schools, which averaged 56.S. The table might be con- 
strued as an attack upon the schools. But It was not. 
It merely reveals that the moral side of education is 
being neglected. It is a splendid tribute to the work of 
the organisation of Boy Scouts.

Goldsmith in The Deserted Village. 


The thought Is suggested by announcement from 


Franco that 750 families would qualify for the govern- 
ment award of a decoration of the order of agrlonltuial 
merit. The basis of the award was documentary evi- 
denco of the family having farmed the same land for 
three centuries. On July 4, 1321, 14S years will have 
elapsed since the framing o£ the declaration of inde- 
pendence. It would be interesting to know how many, 
if any. families in this country could Qualify for the 
decoration which the French government is conferring 
on 750 families of that country. 
America no longer 


counts herself a young nation. Yet in France, stretch- 
ing back over a period over twice as long as the na- 
tional life ol America, tho same land has remained in 
the possession of the descendants of 750 French families. 


Nothing'more strikingly reveals the European pas- 


sion for the possession of a small tract of ground than 
this announcement from France. For years under the 
feudal system, the barons held all of the land, and the 
people farmed it for their lords and masters. When 
that day arrived for tho overthrow of feudalism, tho 
Emopean for countless generations had been schooled 
to count land as his most priceless possession. He was 
willing to sacrifice everything for the possession of a 
small farm, and once it came into his control, nothing 
could Induce him to part with it. In America, where 
until recent years, land was plentiful and could be had 
for only the taking, little value was attached to It. The

But water vapor does freeze in the 
atmosphere. Meteorologists say that 
snow is produced by the direct pass- 
age of aqueous (water) vapor in the 
atmosphere Into the 
frozen state. 
Hoar frost, or rime, is frozen water- 
vapor. 
Sleet, too, is partly com- 
posed of frozen water-vapor. 
"When 
frost-figures appear In cold weather 
on the inside of window panes you 
see the result of the freezing o£ the 
water-vapor in the air of the room. 
Delicate cirrus clouds, the highest of 
all clouds, are probably composed of 
frozen vapor of water, In the form 
of 
minute ice 
crystals. 
Haloes 
around the sun and moon are caused 
by thin clouds of ice-crystals pro- 
duced by the 
freezing 
of water- 


vapor.
